to impose a conditional sentence order, which would see 
the accused servo a jail sentence in the community. 

Pearce said the accused’s relative youthfulness (he was 
19 at the time of the crime), the fact he has family support, 
the fact he pleaded guilty, and his plans to join the 
Canadian army should be mitigating factors in sentencing. 

Pearce read aloud a number of hate mail letters received 
by Haskett and his family. Comments include: “Your life is 
over”, “You two cowards will pay”, “You are a low-life” and 
“You will rot in hell for what you’ve done." 

Pearce said Haskett has been the target of death threats 
and the Haskett family home has been the target of gun¬ 
fire. 

Haskett himself made a brief address to the court. 

“I would like to apologize to my community and my 
peers for doing what I did," said Haskett. “I regret the deci¬ 
sion I made in 2(XX>. 1 know there is no excuse for what we 
did." 

Haskett’s mother also addressed the court. 

“The last two years have been pure hell,” she said. 
“We’ve been treated like we are bad people and we’re not.” 

In his closing remarks, prosecutor Haight condemned 
any unlawful acts directed at Haskett or his family. 

Tamara Chaney - who spearheaded a 112,tXX) name ani¬ 
mal rights petition in response to the Daisy Duke case, a 
petition that later went before the House of Commons - 
attended last week’s court session. 

“I am so disappointed (with latest a<ljoumment)," said 
Chaney. “There are not enough words for it. I cannot 
believe our justice system It is pathetic, to wrap it up in 
one word. They’ve been talking in circles. It's a waste of 
time for the Crown prosecutor and the judge. 

“I want to see (Haskett receive) a jail term anti mandato¬ 
ry counseling. He needs counselling."_

He called Haskett’s crime a “prolonged period of torture 
of the animal.” 

Haight said there are several aggravating factors the 
judge should consider in sentencing: the violence of the 
offence; the deliberation 
shown by the accused dur¬ 
ing the crime, including not 
seeking help for the animal; 
that Haskett showed “no 
concern for the suffering of 
the animal”; and that the 
animal was a family pet. 

“This animal suffered 
because this offender didn’t 
want to get in trouble," said 
Haight. “They weren’t doing 
it for any real concern for 
the animal.” 

Commenting on the 
extensive media coverage 
the case has garnered, 

Haight said no amount of 
publicity should give the 
accused a “judicial dis¬ 
count" on his sentence. 

A non-custodia) sentence 
would undermine general deterrence and could reflect 
badly on the justice system, he said. 

“Deterrence and denunciation tire particularly pressing 
in this case,” he said. “Does anyone really think the impo¬ 
sition of anything but a real jail sentence would be accept¬ 
able to this community?" 


The sentencing of a 21-year-old man involved in a dog 
abuse case that has garnered international media attention 
is now expected to conclude December 17 - more than 
two years after the crime. 

Daniel Charles Haskett, a former Didsbury resident, 
pleaded guilty last summer to charges of animal cruelty 
and obstruction of justice. 

Following a number of delays, including an application 
to have the guilty pleas thrown out, sentencing got under¬ 
way before Judge Ian Kirkpatrick in Didsbury provincial 
court on Oct. 21. 

Haskett and a young offender were charged after a Lab- 
collie cross named Daisy Duke was found severely injured 
on a Didsbury street in October 20(Xi. 

The dog, which had been dragged behind a vehicle, suf¬ 
fered injuries that were so severe it had to be put down. 

Since the date of his arrest, Haskett’s case has been 
adjourned numerous times, including after he parted ways 
with his first lawyer. 

During last week’s court appearance, Judge Kirkpatrick 
rejected an application by the defence to have the earlier 
guilty pleas tossed out, saying Haskett received adequate 
legal representation prior to pleading guilty. 

Prosecutor Gordon Haight then made the Crown’s sub¬ 
missions regarding sentencing, saying Haskett should be 
jailed for between three and five months, and prohibited 
from owning animals. (Although the maximum sentence 
for animal cruelty is now five years imprisonment, tin* 
maximum at the time of the offence was six months). 

Haight told Judge Kirkpatrick that a jail sentence is

The creation of a new provin¬ 
cial website aimed at engaging 
young people in the promotion of 
human rights across Canada is a 

good lor Albertans of all ages. 

' 1 u• future leaders of this 

community, province and nation, 
young people have the largest stake in ensuring 
human rights in Canada are upheld today and in 
future times. 

The site - www.takingitglobal.org - has been cre¬ 
ated by the Alberta Human Rights and Citizenship 
Commission on the 60th anniversary of the United 
Nations IJniveral Declaration of Human Rights. 

“Essential elements of a discrimination free soci¬ 
ety are public awareness and education,” said 
Brenda Scragg, Acting Chief Commissioner of t he 
Alberta Human Rights and Citizenship 
Commission. “The more each of us knows about 
human rights, the better equipped we are to decide 
what we each want to do to make a difference.” 

Pat Short, the president of the Canadian 
Association of Statutory Human Rights Agencies, 
added: “It is our hope that this website will feed 
the flames of their knowledge, passion and com¬ 
mitment, and they will carry the torch of human 
rights courageously and help make the world a 
better place for all people.” 

The new site contains a great deal of information 
about such things as how human rights abuses can 
focus on racism and poverty. It also provides tips 
on how young people can promote participation 
and engagement in promoting human rights. 

For example, the Right to Education section of 
the site reads, in part, as follows: 

“Another barrier in Canada's school system is 
the widespread incidence of bullying and discrim¬ 
ination. Students often experience sexual or other 
harassment. Youth who are from radicalized back¬ 
grounds, have disabilit ies, or are gay or lesbian fre¬ 
quently face peer aggression. Youth and children 
who experience bullying often suffer from depres¬ 
sion and lack of self-esteem, making the educa¬ 
tional experience difficult.” 

Using modem technology, the Alberta Human 
Rights Commission has created a worthwhile tool 
in the fight to protect human rights in Alberta. 

Of course it will take more than a new website to 
make sure all citizens are treated with equality and 
fairness. 

And unfortunately, there are ongoing examples 
of human rights abuses in many provincial com¬ 
munities, including in west central Alberta. For 
example, derogatory comments about women, the 
overweight, aboriginals and minorities remain all 
too common in many towns. 

While Central Alberta young people should be 
encouraged to take a lead role in the fight against 
human rights abuse, it is important to remember 
that other stakeholders, such as parents, mast also 
continue to do their part too. 

Hopefully this new website will be a useful tool 
for students and for the community at largo.

Taxpayers shouldn’t cover 
health region liabilities

However, setting aside the bonuses, 
deficits and severance payments for 
which taxpayers are already on the 
hook, the expenses that have yet to gar¬ 
ner widespread outrage are unfunded 
liability's in some of the he;dtb authori¬ 
ties' supplemental employee retirement 
plans (SERIN). 

SERIN an* a fairly new phenomenon 
in government, and an* generally estab¬ 
lished only for senior executives. 
Essentially they are a second, mon* 
generous defined-benefit pension plan, 
on-top of their n*gular defmed-lienefit 
pension plan. 

All defined-lienefit pension plans an* 
prone to nin unfundtsl liabilities due to 
the fact that it's rather difficult to accu¬ 
rately predict life expectancy, rates of 
return, and rates of inflation some .TO 
years down the road This Ls precisely 
why the province should lie converting 
all of their defined-benefit pension 
plans to RRSP-style, defmed-contribu- 
tion pension plans. 

However, when it comes to health 
authority SERIN, their unfunded liabili¬ 
ties wen* not caused by miss<*d targets, 
they were caused by health authority 
executives dividing not to fully fund 
the pensions. 

As [minted out recently by Alberta’s 
auditor general, of the $T0-million 
owed to senior health authority execu¬ 
tives in SERIN, $22-million Ls missing. 

Senior executives at the Mental 
Health Board as well as Calgary, 
Capital, Chinook, and Peace Health 
Regions, made the decision not to pul 
money aside to fluid their own SERIN, 
going against standard government 


practice. 

To In* clear, unlike unfunded liabili¬ 
ties in other pension plans, where often 
the decision to not fully fund was made 
decades ago by governments, the deci¬ 
sion not to fund Jack Davis and Sheila 
Weatherill's SERIN was made by... Jack 
Davis and Sheila Weatherill! 

This was not a decision handed down 
to them by the minster of health, the 
premier or any other representative of 
Albertans. These health region execu¬ 
tives either knowingly decided to leave 
taxpayers with a debt for their SERIN 
or they were ignorant of standard gov¬ 
ernment practice. 

Either way, taxpayers should not be 
on the hook to foot this bill. Health 
Minister Ron Liepert, should have a 
look in the empty SERP accounts and 
tell those former senior executives at 
the offending health regions: "There's 
nothing in your SERP account, so I 
guess dial's what you get!" 

These executives only have them¬ 
selves to blame, so taxpayers should 
take no pity. Just like few should feel 
sorry for them if they were suddenly 
homeless as a result of setting their 
own house on fin*. 

There are some unfortunate and 
expensive costs taxpayers an* going to 
liave to bear with the transition from 
nine healdi authorities down to one, 
but bailing out millionaire ex-execu¬ 
tives for their own mistakes should not 
Ik* one of them. 


Much has Ikvii made over the [last 
couple of wivks about $f>.tt-million the 
provincial government has spent on 
severance packages for finxl CEOs of 
the former n*gional health authorities. 
If these generous packages aren't 
enough to get the blood boiling, left¬ 
over deficits, bonuses and unfunded 
liabilities in the executives' supplemen¬ 
tary pension plans should be. 

In fail, the severance payments may 
Ik* the smalk*st cost taxpayers will have 
to bear. 

For starters, taxpayers an* on the 
hook this year for an additional Jiff-mil¬ 
lion to cover deficits accumulated by 
the health regions. 

Calgary Health Region was the 
largi*st offender, contributing the lion’s 
slum* of tin* “surpris" deficit this year. 
But at this point, nolxxiy should tie sur- 
pn.sed that Calgary’s health region is 
running a deficit, as it lias run deficits in 
three of the past four fiscal years. While 
that alone should have been enough to 
send CEO Jack Davis packing - sans a 
severance - it apparently wasn't even 
enough to keep Mr. Davis from receiv¬ 
ing a Ixinus. 

In fact, Mr. Davis received $192,000 in 
bonuses and extras last year. ()ne can 
only imagine how large of a bonus he 
might have reiiivcd if he had balancix] 
the region's budget and significantly 
reduced waitlists. The same goes for 
Sheila Weathenll. C80 Of I'apilal 
Health who received $136,000 in Ixinus- 
t*s and ext ras last year despite running 
an $18.. r >-million deficit.

The provincial govern¬ 
ment is developing a new 
emergency radio system 
that will connect more than 
700 emergency responders 
province-wide. 

The system, expected to 
cost several million dollars 
to develop, is being under¬ 
taken for list' during seri¬ 
ous incidents or natural dis¬ 
asters and will feature 
more than 30,000 radios 
once it’s up and running.

Emergency responders and 
public safety agencies will 
purchase their own end- 
user equipment such as 
portable radios.

TURNBULL, FLORENCE GRACE (MOLLY) 

JULY 19, 1922 - OCTOBER 23, 2008 

Florence Grace (Molly) Turnbull passed away peacefully on October 23, 2008 at the age of 86 years. 
She is survived by her loving daughter Maxine Joyce (Jim) Cochran. Grandsons James Jesse Cochran 
and Michael Gordon Cochran. She also leaves her brother Macolm (Betty) McBain and sister 
Frances Ward, many nieces and nephews, in-laws and friends. Molly was predeceased by her hus¬ 
band of 52 years, James McNair (Mac) Turnbull, her parents Isabelle and John, siblings Marjorie, 
William, Robert. Benjamin, Kathleen, Duncan and George and nephews Kent and Sandy Ward. 

^Molly was born and raised in Cremona, Alberta, second youngest in a large family. She attended school 
in Dog Pound and Cremona until Grade 11 and then completed her grade 12 at Western Canada High 
School in Calgary. She worked at Olds College, saving for Normal (Teacher Training) School in Calgary. She met many 
life-long friends during these times. 

Upon completion of Normal School, Molly was placed in one room schools in Torrington and Vegreville, teaching 
Ukranian children there, the Highland Fling. After fighting off the advances of many interested young farmers in those 
communities, she returned to Cremona and married the love of her life, businessman and Master Electrician, Mac 
Turnbull. They moved to the farm in 1945 and remained together there until his passing in 1997. 

Molly and Mac were blessed in 1951 with the birth of their daughter, Maxine and the 3-M’s were a great team. Molly 
went back to teaching school in 1957 when Maxine started her school days and taught until her retirement in 1980. 
Blessed with 2 grandchildren, Jesse and Mike, Molly threw herself into grand-parenting with her characteristic "enthu¬ 
siasm and spirit". She and Mac would make the "trek" from Cremona to Leslieville regularly and over time saw the 
entire journey change from potholes to pavement. She would often arrive with the entire meal in the back of the car. 
Called by her husband "the little red hen" because of her boundless energy, Molly had many projects and interests over 
the years. She was an avid horsewoman, showing her prized palomino Arab American Saddlebred Abdul in shows 
throughout central Alberta, winning many ribbons over the years in all classes. 

Always a patriot to our country, she acted in the Cold War years as a volunteer in the civil defence; offering to serve 
rescue workers food in the event of a nuclear attack. She often led the Canada Day Parade as flagbearer of our new flag, 
the Maple Leaf. 

She was innovative in her classroom, always looking for something to engage the students. Molly ran an annual fash¬ 
ion show where her textiles students showcased their garments produced at home and in the classroom. This event 
became a "gala" affair, looked forward to by all. She, with Dr. Jake Harder, designed and implemented a course of stud¬ 
ies whereby boys were given a chance to take Food Studies and Textiles and the girls were given instruction in Industrial 
Arts. This practice is commonplace today in schools throughout North America. 

In the "hip"sixties, Molly used "day-glo", black lights, string art and batik to embrace the modern child and highlight 
their creations; electrician Mac was often tasked to bring these ideas to fruition. 

A new direction with wool and quiviut (muskox wool) earned Molly a National Hilroy Fellowship for innovative teach¬ 
ing practices with her project "Wool, A New Twist to an Old Yarn". Students sheared the sheep (or observed it), card¬ 
ed the cleaned wool, dyed it with natural dyes, used spinning wheels to make the yarn and then knitted projects with it 
Molly and Mac were blessed with good health in the years following her retirement; the two of them traveled the coun¬ 
tryside. playing music for one and all; Mac playing his guitar and harmonica, Molly distributing angel food cake and 
poppycock to their audiences . They became avid Lions supporters and had wonderful memories of enjoying the com¬ 
pany of their many friends as they entered their "golden years". 

Guests at their home would be treated to watermelon baskets stuffed with carved fruits in various shapes. Boiled eggs 
were magically transformed into penguins and chickens, wonton wrappers and pastas were deepfried and served as 
"bowties", complete with dipping sauces. 

After Mac's passing, Molly travelled to Australia and New Zealand but always felt tied to the beauty of the Alberta land¬ 
scape. She left the farm in 2(XX) and spent many good years at the Chinook Winds Lodge. Carstairs and West Park 
Lodge. Red Deer. 

The family would like to thank the staff of Red Deer Regional Hospital, Unit 33, Dr. Ray Hulyk and Dr. Heinrich for 
their excellent care and concern in Molly's final days. The family would also like to thank the staffs of West Park Lodge, 
Red Deer and Chinook Winds Lodge, Carstairs for their loving and compassionate care of Molly during the last 8 years.
